It  is  not  a Rose  you  should 
plant  in  with  your  bed  of  Hybrid  Teas  or  Perpetuals,  but  is  valuable  to 
plant  as  an  isolated  specimen,  or  in  a mass  in  an  exposed  position,  or 
among  shrubs.
